And this I bawe done, not with an 
Intention to arraign the Things of this Kind already 
printed, or to condemn them as uſeleſs, until I am better 
acquainted with their Author's Intentions ; but thes [ 
will allow myſe!f to affirm, That they are by no 
means properly «dzpted to School Purpoſes; for why 
ſhould a Perſon that is to be prepared for the reading of 
Corderius, Phairus, Cc. be led through a Crowd of 
Modern Barbariſm, and loaded with à Mulltitude of 
Wards which the Romans never heard of ; and /o con- 
ſequently will never be met with in any Claſlic or good 
Latin Author? a few of which 1 ſhall take the Li- 
berty to inſtance, as they ſtand-in the Books already 
abroad. Such are Ingratitudo, Glofſularin, Ribes, 
Levifticum, Nicotiana, Piſtacia, Aurantium, Papio, 
Hiſpaniolus, Cc. 
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Not 'to mention the Abundance of wrong Significa- 
tions which they have given te Latin Words; a Fault 
Scarce excuſable, fince it betrays the Learner into ſuch 
Miflakes, as will for ever hinder his true underſtand- 
ing of a Roman Author. Such are their rendering 
Arbuſtum for a Shrub; Carmen for one fingle Fer/e ; 
Houmilitas Ver the Virtue that is contrary to Pride; 
Humilis for one that is endued with it; Camera 
for a Chamber; Caminus Ver a Chimney ; Es fer 

Braſs ; Peelegopus fer à School Mafter ; Albumen 
for the li bite of the Eye; Laurus fer a Laurel, And 
an endleſt Number of the like, which to repeat, would 
te as unpleaſant bers, as they are unprofitable where 
_ they are. It would be too tedious likewiſe to take Vo- 
tice how often they confound Adjectives with Subſtan- 
tives, Ang them as ſuch: The putting in of Phraſes ; 
the giving Latin Names ro Modern Things; zhe 
ing Circumlocutione, er two or three Words to expreſs 
one in Engliſh; the tbrowing in of /o many compounded 
Wards, upon the Back of one another.
